REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 

To the citizens of the Town of Gorham: 

We express our appreciation to the citizens, parents, 
teachers, and all who have had a part in making our schools 
a successful organization for the past year. 

‘There were times when it seemed we might be without 
a teacher to fill some of our many vacancies. Due particu- 
larly to the untiring efforts of our superintendent, Mr. Sin- 
clair, we were able to start the year with every position 
filled. Early in the fall term, circumstances beyond our 
control forced us to close the Blake school and transport 
the children elsewhere. Every effort was made, however, to 
avoid this situation. This circumstance may be a blessing in 
disguise as the board has been considering the possibilities 
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of centralization in the future for Gorham schools, to give 
every child a like opportunity. 

We were auable to carry out all planned and necessary 
repairs this year and keep within our budget so only the 
urgent needs were attended to, as may be found in our 
superintendents report. We urge you to carefully consider 
the upkeep of our schools, as delayed repairs increase the 
cost when undertaken. Your committee is desirous of keep- 
ing the school property in the best possible state of repair 
if it is to maintain an efficient program. 

We would like to call your attention to the accomplish- 
ments of the progressive group in the White Rock section. 
Much time, thought, hard work and money has been ex- 
pended to establish facilities for and to operate a hot 
lunch program for the children in the White Rock School. 
We commend them for their spirit. It demonstrates the 
type of co-operation needed to improve our community. 

We must relieve increasingly crowded conditions at the 
Junior High School. We offer for your consideration en- 
largement of our Senior High School making a four year 
course immediately available. We propose a committee be 
appointed by the town to work with the school committee 
on this problem. Very soon we must turn an eye to Fred- 
erick Robie school and plan a larger structure there to 
include physical education facilities. In short, we feel that 
a long range building program is the answer to the eventual 
solution of this problem. 

This year we are faced with a just demand on the part 
of our teachers for a substantial increase in their salaries. 
It is a foregone conclusion that proper adjustments must 
be made in order to maintain our high standards in the 
field of education. Our proposed budget for the ensuing 
year makes provisions for what we consider a fair increase. 

We recommend to your attention the following appro- 
priations for support of our schools for the coming year:

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Gorham: 

During the year Jan. -—Dec. 31, 1946 the Gorham village 
companies responded to 65 calls. These were classified as 
follows—23 grass fires, 14 chimney fires, 13 building fires. 
7 brush and wood fires, 5 automobile fires, 1 generator fire, 
1 oil burner and 1 slab pile fire. 

The fire company at Little Falls answered 30 alarms. 
There were classified as follows, 11 chimney fires, 6 woods 
fires, 5 grass fires, 4 building fires and 4 automobile fires. 

The total loss on these fires figures about $9,800.00, with 
insurance paid of $5,900.00 leaving a net loss of $3,900.00. 

The causes of these fires were careless burning of grass 
and rubbish, dirty funnells of chimneys spontaneous com- 
bustion of hay, defective wiring, careless smoking, over- 
heated stoves, lightning and children playing with matches. 

Most of these fires were preventable. If people would 
use their heads before striking a match many fires would 
never start. If they would use the ash tray in their cars 
instead of snapping a burning cigarette stub out of the car 
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window many grass and wood fires would never start. If 
they would clean out their funnells and chimneys every 
year there would be a great many less chimney fires. 

Most fires are caused by human carelessness. A little 
time spent in preventing fires and removing the causes of 
fires can pay off large dividends both to yourself and to 
your community. 

Don’t be careless with fire. 

This year we need to buy some new fire hose, a few 
rubber coats, a few small pieces of equipment such as Indian 
pump tanks, fog nozzels and some of the newly developed 
chemicals. 

For the fire trucks we need to buy at least four new 
tires. These tires have been in service about 10 years and 
are beginning to cause trouble. 

The question of a new fire station is to come up again 
this year. The need of it has been fully explained and the 
only question is how best to do it and when. 

The statement was made at the last town meeting that the 
fire dept. didn’t amount to anything outside of the hydrant 
district. 

According to the records that I have of every fire call 
since 1925 the fire department have saved from total loss, 
nearly $200,000.00 worth of taxable property. To be sure 
there have been some total losses, there have been quite a 
few partial losses but there have been many, many fires that 
would have been total losses if you had not had a fire de- 
partment. And this $200,000.00 worth of property saved 
was all outside of the hydrant districts. 

You are keeping your firefighting apparatus in a building 
that is a distinct fire hazard in itself. 

Can you afford to continue storing your fire trucks in 
any such place? 

Under present conditions we could not Renlace our fire 
fighting trucks and equipment for less than $35,000.00 if we 
should be forced to do so. 

A new fire station costs real money but if anything 
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should happen to our fire equipment,to replace it would 
cost real money, so why not take the best course and build 
a new station. 

Build a station that the citizens of Gorham can point to 
with pride, the same as they do to our schools, our gym- 
nasium and our library. 

Give the town a boost. Vote for a new fire station.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending Schoo! Committee and Citizens of 
Gorham: 
I hereby submit my annual report of the schools of Gor- 
ham for your study and consideration. This report covers 
the year from February, 1946 to February, 1947. 


TEACHER CHANGES 

Teachers resigning during the year were: Principal David 
Appleton, Mr. George H. Merriam, Miss Doris E. Robin- 
son, Miss Muriel E. Beal, Senior High School; Mrs. Edith 
P. Clement, Mrs. Marian D. Allen, Miss Muriel A. Mc- 
Allister, Mrs. Eldora L. Manchester, Junior High School, 
Mrs. Thelma C. Cole, Wescott School; Mrs. Ethel H. 
Boothby, Supervisor of Music. 

The vacancy in the principalship of the Senior High 
School was filled by the return of Theron R. Stinchfield, 
a former principal of the school who had been granted a 
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leave of absence while serving in the armed forces in 
World War II. Mr. Stinchfield is an excellent teacher and 
administrator, and the school is enjoying a highly successful 
year. 

Miss Leslie H Wight of Auburn, a graduate of Bates 
College with a year of successful teaching in the high 
school at Newcastle, Maine, was elected to teach history, 
biology and civics. 

Mrs. Evelyn G. Weeks of Westbrook was elected to 
teach commercial subjects in the high school. Mrs. Weeks, 
a graduate of the Maine School of Commerce and the 
University of Maine, had taught successfully in the schools 
of Turner Center before assuming her present duties. 

Mrs. Shirley B. Alden of Gorham was elected to fill the 
vacancy in the Home Economics Department, Mrs. Alden 
was graduated from Farmington State Teachers’ College 
in 1944 and had two years of successful teaching in the 
Rockland schools before her election to the high school 
faculty. 

New teachers in the Training School are Miss Katherine 
E. Hanscom, Sedgewick, Grade II; Miss Louise E. McLain, 
Waldoboro, Grade III; Miss Alberta E. Littlejohn, Port- 
land, Grade V; Mrs. Eleanor P. Trapp, Gorham, Grade VI. 
All are graduates of Gorham State Teachers’ College and 
each has a fine background of teaching experience. 

It is a pleasure to record the return of Miss Lona A. 
Pride who has been on a leave of absence from the Train- 
ing School during the past four years. Miss Pride’s present 
schedule includes the teaching of mathematics and Latin. 

The problem of securing certified teachers for our rural 
schools has been a difficult one to solve. We began the 
fall term in September with only two changes, the transfer 
of Mrs. Florence Kimball to the Wescott School, and the 
election of Mr. John F. Brackett, of Cornish, Maine, to 
teach in the Blake School. Illness in Mr. Brackett’s family 
made it necessary for him to resign, and the Board, failing 
to find a qualified teacher to take his place, made arrange- 
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ments for the transfer and schooling of these children, for 
the remainder of the school year, in the West Gorham 
rural school and the Training School at Gorham Village. 

Mrs. Gertrude R. Clark of Portland, teacher in the 
Elmwood School, resigned her position in November. Mrs. 
Arline Hill of Buxton, a graduate of Gorham Normal 
School and an experienced teacher was elected to finish out 
the school year. 

We are grateful to Mrs. Nina B. Bailey of Gorham for 
her willingness to assume the duties of music supervisor 
in the schools for the year 1946-1947. It had seemed for a 
time, owing to the lack of qualified teachers in the State, 
that we would have to discontinue this course, at least for 
the first half of the school year. 


REPAIRS AND BUILDING IMPROVEMENT 


Owing to the substantial reduction voted in the school 
budget at the annual town meeting, the School Board has 
not been able properly to maintain and service the school 
buildings the past year. The Board did believe it advisable, 
however, to continue the building improvement program, 
started in 1945, in the rural schools. 

Improvements the past year included: 

Painting of the interiors of the Longfellow, Elmwood and 
Wescott Schools, painting of the assembly room and cloak- 
rooms at the Frederick Robie School. Repairs to the wood- 
shed at the White Rock School, and providing of materials 
and equipment for installation of water. Installation of a 
furnace at Levi-Hall School. 

Worthy of mention are improvement projects sponsored 
by groups of parents and other citizens at the White Rock 
and Levi Hall Schools. 

In an ambitious program, the White Rock Community 
Association has supplied labor to run a water line to the 
schoolbuilding, and has built a basement room, where, 
with State aid facilities will be installed for the serving of 
hot school lunches by the women of the association. The 
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room is nearing completion, association members having 
done the excavation, provided the lumber for forms, poured 
concrete walls and floor and installed windows. 

At Levi Hall School, the parents have constructed a coal 
bin, and plan to provide a new flagpole for the school. 

Work of parents for the welfare of the school children 
in these communities has been highly commendable, and 
it is to be hoped that similar projects will be adopted by 
other groups in the town. 

Looking to the future, it appears that Gorham faces a 
problem in expansion of school facilities. Enrollment limits 
virtually have been reached at the Senior and Junior High 
Schools and at Frederick Robie School. Prospects of the 
town for development as a residential center are bright, 
and more homes and increasing population will necessitate 
a parallel expansion in school accommodations. With that 
in mind, it would seem advisable that a study of educational 
facilities and expansion possibilities be made at once, before 
the school housing situation can become critical. 


THE TEACHER CRISIS 
Teachers leaving the profession since 1939 have formed 
one of the greatest vocational migrations in our Nation’s 
history. The exodus has taken place in every state and 
territory, from every type of school, and from every field 
of teaching. In proportion to their numbers, more men 
than women have left the profession. 


The classrooms of the Nation normally are staffed by 
approximately 900,000 teachers. A careful estimate places 
the number of experienced and trained teachers who have 
quit teaching entirely since 1939 at 350,000. 


Turnover in the teaching profession has been devastating 
since 1940. Many thousand teaching positions were kept 
open only by the employment of three or four different 
persons in succession during a single year. 

Such instability of personnel would wreck a business or. 
industry. It has weakened school systems and impaired the 
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educational opportunities of millions of children. 


There is only one way to meet this crisis. A new policy 
of teachers’ salaries must be established with consideration 
for relative pay in other occupations. Public school teach- 
ers make up about one and one-half per cent of the working 
force of the Nation. 


Teachers who have been professionally prepared for 
their work have invested far more time and money in their 
preparation than the Average American worker has invested 
in getting ready for his occupation. The educational level 
of the average worker is the first year of high school. The 
average American public school teacher in 1940 had com- 
pleted more than three years of college. Such preparation 
justifies salaries far above the general average for all work- 
ers. 


In 1929, the first vear for which comparisons are of 
record, the average annual salary of the instructional per- 
sonnel of the schools was $16.00 less than that of employees 
in all forms of private business. By 1944, the average annual 
pav was $464.00 less than that of the average worker in 
private employment. Salaries of teachers have been losing 
ground in comparison with salaries in other occupations. 
With such competition there is little hope of recruiting 
qualified teachers in sufficient numbers to staff the schools 
adequately. 


Narrowed down to the local level, the problem for 
Gorham, as in all communities of the State and Nation, is 
this: The town must raise teachers’ salaries to a level which 
will attract and retain the best personnel in competition ° 
with other communities and other occupations. Otherwise, 
educational standards, of which we are proud, will be struck 
a tragic blow, with recovery far more costly and many 
vears distant. The State, in legislative halls, already is at 
work on the problem. The Town of Gorham must stand 
ready to bear a reasonable share of the burden. 
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AGRICULTURE DEPARTMENT 

Conceded by State agricultural officials to be one of the 
best high school farm training courses in Maine, this 
curriculum includes both the theoretical and_ practical 
phases of the generally approved practices of present-day 
agriculture. The practical phases are carried out in our farm 
shop and through the students’ supervised project work. 
This year, the 31 boys enrolled are getting even more 
actual farm practice in a cooperative field crop project 
carried on by the Future Farmers. 

Subject matter of this department is divided as follows: 
Farm enterprises, farm mechanics, supervised farm practice 
program and Future Farmer activities. 

Farm enterprises taught include poultry, dairying, field, 
truck and canning crops, orcharding, small fruits, farm 
animals, soils and fertilizers, soil conservation, marketing 
and farm management. 

Studied in farm mechanics are woodworking, sheet metal 
work, furniture repair and refinishing, farm machinery, 
electric welding, forge practice, cold metal work, leather 
work, glazing, tool fitting, rope work, farm electricity, 
auto mechanics and farm engineering. Half of the senior 
year may be used by the student to construct projects of 
his own choice, provided he has completed the first two 
years of the farm mechanics course. 

The enterprise project gives a boy an opportunity to 
put classroom training into actual practice. Students are 
urged to consider more projects as they progress in the 
course, so that they’ may be better fitted to enter the field 
of agriculture. For the boys who do not live on farms, the 
cooperative project will provide actual farm practice in 
addition to that available in individual projects.

To Horace F. Butler, a Constable of the Town of Gorham, 
County of Cumberland, State of Maine, 


Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said Town 
of Gorham, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to 
meet at the Town House in said Town, on Monday, the 
third day of March next at 8:30 o’clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following articles. viz: 


To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting.

To see if the Town will grant and raise the 
sum of Two Hundred and Twenty-eight Dollars and Fifty- 
eight cents ($228.58) to pay the interest on the Huston 
fund note. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to allow such 
accounts as may be presented against the Town and raise 
money to pay the same. 
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Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for the support of Bridges. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
for the support of Highways. | 

Art. 9. To see what sum, if any, the Town will appro- 
priate for Police protection for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the Town will 
raise for cutting Bushes. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Two thousand and nine dollars and Thirty Seven cents 
($2,009.37) for the maintenance of State and State Aid 
Highways. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Twenty-three Hundred Dollars ($2,300.00) for the 
maintenance of Third Class Highways.

Art. 46. To see what sum the Town will raise for 
Street Lights. 


Art. 47. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
street running east from South St. to be known as Ridg- 
way Avenue. 


Art. 48. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of One thousand eight hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars to pay 
the temporary Loan authorized at the Special Town Meet- 
ing 1946. : 


Art. 49. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of five hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the repair of Maple 
and Pleasant St. at Little Falls. 


Art. 50. To see what sum the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Sections 25 and 29 
Chap. 20 R. S. 1944 as amended. 


Art. 51. To see if the Town will vote to properly 
repair the road leading from Rt. 207 to the Ossipee Trail 
and raise the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars 
for the same. (by petition). 
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Art. 52. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the Osborn 
Road from the top of Codman Hill to the Buxton line. 
(by petition). 


Art. 53. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for continuing the 
work on Mitchell Hill Road. (by petition). 


Art. 54. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to properly repair the 
bridge on the Wilson road. 


Art. 55. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the care of Shade Trees. 


Art. 56. To see if the Town will vote to modernize the 
Elmwood School by improving the sanitary conditions, 
supplying water and making other necessary repairs, and 
raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars for the same. (by petition). 


Art. 57. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen, on behalf of the Town, to sell and dispose of 
any real estate acquired by the Town for nonpayment of 
taxes thereon, on such terms as they deem advisable and to 
execute quit claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 58. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars 
to repair the McLellan Hill. (by petition). 


Art. 59. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
sidewalk on the northerly side of State St. to Maple St. and 
appropriate the sum of ($300.00) dollars for the same, the 
abuttors to pay half the expense. 
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Art. 60. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
sidewalk from the High School property on South St. to 
Morrill Avenue and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars for the same, the abuttors to pay half 
the expense. 


Art. 61. To see if the Town will vote to build a new 
Fire Station at Gorham Village to be known as a World 
War Memorial Building, a part of the second floor of 
which shall be used as the American Legion Home and 
raise money for the same. 


Art. 62. To see if the Town will vote to remove the 
old High School Building on South St. to make room for a 
new Fire Station. 


Art. 63. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a 
committee to take charge of the removal of the Old High 
School Building and the construction of a new Fire Station. 


Art. 64. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to the gross negligence on the part of the Selectmen 
in the abuse of the Town Shovel. (by petition). 


Art. 65. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to resurface and tar 
Oak St. from Main St. to Canal St. Little Falls. (by peti- 
tion). 


Art. 66. To see if the Town will vote to accept Donna 
St. forty feet in width beginning on the northerly side of 
Main St. near the residence of Clarance E. Carll thence 
northerly seven degree west to land of F. Russell Harmon. 
(by petition). 
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Art. 67. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
extension of Elizabeth St. from the southerly side line of 
land owned by Bernard Leathers to the land of F. Russell 
Harmon. (by petition). 


Art. 68. To see if the Town will vote to accept Dana 
Street forty feet in width beginning at the northerly end 
of Elizabeth St. extension, thense easterly to the northernly 
end of Donna St. (by petition). 


Art. 69. To see if the Town will vote to raise three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars to properly repair or rebuild 
the sidewalks at Little Falls. 


Art. 70. To see if the Town will vote to continue 
repairing Queen St. from the hill near the residence of 
Henry J. Paige to the Gray Road and raise the sum of 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the same. (by peti- 
tion). 


Art. 71. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
political parties designated on the annual town ballot. (by 
petition). 


Art. 72. To see whether or not the Town will vote to 
enter into a contract with Central Maine Power Company 
for a term of ten (10) years, whereby, in consideration of 
the furnishing of street lighting service to the Town during 
the term of said contract, all as more fully set forth in the 
contract, copy of which has been presented to this meeting, 
the Town will pay for such street lighting service in accord- 
ance with the Company’s municipal street lighting rate— 
contract basis. 


Art. 73. To see what action the Town will take with 
reference to authorizing the Selectmen to execute and 
deliver the contract referred to in the preceding Article. 
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Art. 74. To see what action the Town will take with 
reference to raising the necessary money to cover the street 
lighting service. 


Art. 75. To see if the Town will vote to repair the 
road leading from the Ossipee Trail to the Old Cressey 
Farm and raise the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars 
for the same. 


The polls will be open for the election of Town Officers 
at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon and will close at 1:00 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The Selectmen give notice they will be in 
session for the purpose of revising and correcting the list of 
voters at the Selectmen’s Office, Saturday, March Ist, 1947 
from 9:00 o’clock a.m. to 4:00 o’clock p.m.
